Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  1953,  as  directed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  re  Form  Port  20.  During  the  year  there  were  no  cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  reported  in  the  district  covered  by  the  Authority.  No  contact  cases  of 
small-pox  were  examined.  No  V.D.  cases  and  no  accident  cases.  The  Staff  carried 

out  their  usual  inspection  of  ships,  and  no  action  was  necessary.  We  have  had  no 
complaints  this  year  as  regards  pollution  of  mussels,  but  strict  observation  is  still 
maintained.  Only  one  foreign  ship  . came  with  timber,  but  there  is  a promise  of 
more  of  these  ships  coming  to  Menai  Bridge  the  coming  year.

Nearly  all  ships  are 
regularly  trading  between  home  poi-ts  where  inspections  are  frequent  and  are  carried 
out  by  full  time  officers. 

Sanitation  of  Ports. 

It  has  been  necessary  en  s everal  occasions  to  deal  with  insanitary 
nuisances  such  as  dead  and  decomposing  sheep  and  other  carcases  washed  up  by  the  tide, 
particularly  in  the  Conway  Estuary.  These  are  collected  and  buried  inland  whenever 
possible,
